AXMINSTER 

Boy, 12, 'banned 
from town' after 
man hurt at college 

A 12-YEAR-OLD boy is said to have been banned 
from entering Axminster after causing havoc at 
Axe Valley Community College. 

One man was taken to hospital with leg and arm 
injuries on Tuesday last week, and police have 
confirmed that allegations of assault and criminal 
damage are being investigated. 

The boy is not enrolled at the college, but police 
have been called there twice. 

Following the most recent incident, on Tuesday, 
September 13th, headteacher Steve Green wrote 
to parents to say that the boy has been banned 
from entering Axminster as part of bail conditions. 

A spokesperson for the ambulance service said it 
was called at 12.48pm and that a man in his 40s was 
taken to hospital in Exeter with leg and arm injuries. 

It is understood that the man is not a college 
staff member. 

HONITON 

Council in row over 
right of way 

A ROW has erupted between Honiton Town 
Council and the owners of the Dowell Street Auc¬ 
tion Rooms after a right of way passage was 
blocked off. 

The walkway has been in dispute for several 
years and the blockage - wooden planters - was 
discovered last week when staff at Hospiscare 
turned up for work and found their usual path 
from the Beehive car park down to the shop cut 
off.

From the editor’s chair 

Miscreants fail to ruin the carnival 



CARNIVALS are fun events. People turn out in 
their thousands to watch the spectacle, enjoy 
a beer of two perhaps and buy an over-priced 
hot-dog from the street vendors. It’s part of 
our social culture in this part of the world and 
they are great family occasions. 

When so many people crowd into a town like 
Axminster there’s always going to be a few id¬ 
iots who make a fool of themselves, young¬ 
sters showing off to their mates by drinking too 
much, embarrassing their parents. 

Sometimes they square up to each other but 
it rarely turns nasty. 

This newspaper has been criticised heavily in 
the past when we have highlighted such be¬ 
haviour and no doubt we will get a similar reac¬ 
tion when our carnival report is read this week. 

There have been a few postings on social 
media that the behaviour of some ruined the 
evening for many. Police have confirmed that 
one group did cause a great deal of trouble and 
arrests followed. 

We have spoken to a number who are closely 
connected with the carnival and whilst they 
deplored any bad behaviour they did not feel it 


ruined the enjoyment of the occasion for the 
majority. True, there was a great deal of mess, 
including lots of broken glass, left around the 
streets but the organisers have praised Street 
Scene for clearing up the mess so quickly and 
thoroughly. 

It would be a shame if Saturday’s Axminster 
Carnival procession was marred by incidents of 
anti-social behaviour, especially as the organ¬ 
isers believe it was one of the best carnivals in 
recent years, attracting a bigger than usual 
crowd. 

They are not easy events for the police to 
control and monitor. They want the spectators 
to enjoy the occasion but have to come down 
hard on those who don’t behave. 

Police have admitted disorder was limited to 
a particular group and there were a number of 
arrests for criminal damage and one officer was 
assaulted. 

However, in a statement to this newspaper 
they stressed that the carnival was “fantastic, 
enjoyable and a credit to the organisers” and 
that those who misbehaved were being “dealt 
with”.

OTTERY St MARY SEATON 

Fight back on to New homes would 

save Ottery hospital slash 'green wedge’ 


THE fight to save Ottery St Mary Hospital has 
been re-ignited following reports that a raft of 
cuts, including bed closures at district and com¬ 
munity hospitals, could be in place by April 2017. 

The BBC reported on the bed closures last week 
following the leaking of a document concerning 
the strategy for Devon's health service. 

The Sustainability & Transformation Plan (STP), 
lays out that, if nothing were to change, by 2021 
the health services alone in Devon are likely to be 
£572m in deficit. 

The STP suggests that around 400 acute hospi¬ 
tal beds (one in six) across Devon could be cut, as 
well as almost 200 community hospital beds. 


PROPOSED affordable housing in a Beer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan consultation document has got 
Seaton town councillors worried. 

Should the proposal become reality it will effec¬ 
tively reduce the rural area - or ‘green wedge' - 
between Beer and Seaton by 50 per cent, they say. 

The site in question is a piece of land off New 
Road to the east of White Cliff. 

Seaton Town Council Planning Committee 
chairman Martin Shaw wrote: “We cannot accept 
that the land off New Road constitutes an accept¬ 
able site for development, even of affordable 
housing. 

"... Seaton will do all it can to block it.'' 


SIDMOUTH 

Port Royal set for 
regeneration 

A DILAPIDATED area on Sidmouth's seafront is 
set for regeneration after East Devon District 
Council's Cabinet, in partnership with Sidmouth 
Town Council, agreed to start a Scoping Study 
into Port Royal. 

Sidmouth Town Council has already recently 
approved the detail of a Scoping Study. 

A Scoping Study's purpose is simply to set out 
the options which are potentially viable for an 
area such as Port Royal. Consultation, commu¬ 
nication and engagement with the local commu¬ 
nity will feature for every stage of the project. 

Port Royal has been a hot topic in Sidmouth for 
a long time and earlier this year a local architec¬ 
ture firm privately ran an international competi¬ 
tion to design what the regeneration of the area 
should look like. Members of the public voted, 
with most of the feedback agreeing a community 
space was needed.

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Hinkley ‘C’ finally given green light 


THE go ahead for a new £18bn nuclear 
power station in Somerset has finally 
been given after the government im¬ 
posed “significant new safeguards” for 
future projects. 

The Hinkley Point ‘C’ Nuclear Plant, 
will be the first of its type to be built on 
UK soil for 20 years, but has been hit 
with constant delays and high profile 
resignations - most notably from the 
EDF board of directors. 

It was temporarily put on hold when 
Theresa May took over the premiership 
from David Cameron in July. 

The power station is being financed 
by the French and the Chinese. One of 
the stumbling points on the deal was 
that China wanted to use its design for 
new UK nuclear stations. 

However, Theresa May’s government 
said it would now “impose a new legal 
framework for future foreign invest¬ 
ment in Britain’s critical infrastruc¬ 
ture”. 

Critics of the deal have warned of es¬ 
calating costs and the implications of 
nuclear power plants being built in the 
UK by foreign governments. 

In a statement, the government said: 
“After Hinkley, the British Government 
will take a special share in all future nu¬ 
clear new-build projects. 

“This will ensure that significant 
stakes cannot be sold without the gov¬ 
ernment’s knowledge or consent.” 

EDF say that the plant would bring 
25,000 jobs to the local area. 

South West MEP Julie Girling wel-

corned the news that the nuclear power 
plant is likely to go ahead. 

Mrs Girling said: “I think it was only 
right that the new Prime Minister 
should want to satisfy herself over the 
cost and security matters involved in a 
huge investment from China. 

“But I am delighted the result is a 
green light. As someone who works 
closely on environmental issues I am 
convinced that nuclear has to play a key 
part in a clean, green power mix. 

“When the scheme goes ahead it will 
mean a major boost for jobs and the 
economy of our region for many years 
to come.” 

The decision by Theresa May to ap¬ 
prove the go-ahead has been hailed as 
‘historic’ by Unite, the country’s largest 
union. 

The union said that the announcement 
by Greg Clark, Secretary of State for 
Business, Energy and Industrial Strat¬ 
egy, has ended ‘a period of unwelcome 
uncertainty’ and its members were 
‘shovel ready’ to start work on the pro¬ 
ject. 

Unite national officer for energy 
Kevin Coyne said: “Today’s historic 
decision is very welcome. Our mem¬ 
bers are shovel ready and dead keen to 
start work on the country’s first nuclear 
power station for a generation. 

“It is excellent news that that the un¬ 


certainty caused by Theresa May’s de¬ 
cision to put Hinkley Point ‘on hold’ 
has now been dispelled and that the 
government recognises the role of nu¬ 
clear in a mixed energy economy. 

“It means that the lights will remain 
on in the UK in the decades ahead and 
it heralds an economic renaissance for 
the West Country, with the accompany¬ 
ing creation of thousands of skilled jobs 
and the positive ripple effects to the 
supply chain across the UK. 

“It is especially heartening that the 
new jobs will include 500 much-needed 
apprenticeships. 

“This was the first big litmus test for 
big infrastructure projects, following 
June’s EU referendum and shows that 
there is the appetite for giving the 
green light for such projects that the 
UK so desperately needs for its future 
economic prosperity. 

“Unite will be pressing the UK gov¬ 
ernment, EDF and the sub-contractors 
to make maximum use of British-made 
materials, such as steel, so that the ben¬ 
efits flow into the blood stream of the 
wider UK economy.” 

Kevin Coyne added: “The trade 
unions involved with this project are 
also pleased to say that we have agreed 
a ground-breaking template with EDF 
for decent working conditions and em¬ 
ployment practices at the Somerset 
site.” 

Dale Edwards, Chief Executive of 
Somerset Chamber of Commerce, said, 
“The government’s confirmation of 


Hinkley Point ‘C’ is tremendous news 
for the region, signalling the start of a 
project that will bring enormous invest¬ 
ment, the creation and security of many 
thousands of jobs, and huge benefits for 
the county as a whole through im¬ 
proved infrastructure and phenomenal 
business opportunities.” 

The Somerset Chamber of Commerce 
manages the Hinkley supply chain por¬ 
tal for the South West and is the first 
point of contact for Somerset and South 
West businesses wishing to engage in 
the construction of the nuclear new 
build project.

Councillor John Osman, Leader of 
Somerset County Council said: “The 


announcement by Government is long- 
awaited and extremely important. 

“This is a once in a lifetime opportu¬ 
nity for our businesses, young people 
and the county as a whole. 

“We fully understand the additional 
time needed by Theresa May and her 
team wanting to make sure they have 
had every opportunity to give it their 
fullest scrutiny; this is a massive 
scheme that will bring the largest con¬ 
struction project in Europe to Somer¬ 
set.” 

Councillor David Hall, Deputy 
Leader of the Council and Cabinet 
Member for Business and Inward In¬ 
vestment, said the long-awaited news 
from Government was ‘the final hurdle 
cleared’ for the delivery of the nuclear 
power station in Somerset.

Hie rhythm of Africa 
comes to East Devon 


A CELEBRATE AFRICA evening of pop-rock-gospel and African 
songs, drums and traditional African dancers Shosholoza in aid of 
a School in Zambia, will take place in Seaton. 

Local Musicians Lorrayn de Peyer and David Norrish join forces 
to put on a concert for a school in the bush in Africa where they 
both taught in the 1970’s. 

When Lorrayn and David both attended a re-union in London in 
2013 for the girls school Njase in Zambia, Africa where they had 
both been teachers, they were surprised to find that they were now 
living as neighbours, Lorrayn living in Seaton and David living in 
Sidmouth. 

Even more of a coincidence is that one of David’s many respon¬ 
sibilities when he taught at Njase all those years ago was to run the 
School Choir and that Lorrayn now runs two local choirs in East 
Devon and Taunton. 

At the school in Africa David encouraged the choir to sing the 
songs that come from their own languages, Tonga and Lesotho that 
is spoken in the surroundings areas to the school. He recorded a CD 
of the girls singing these songs which will be for sale at the concert. 
Back in the 1970’s this was no mean feat as record¬ 
ing equipment was scarce especially in Africa 

At that time Lorrayn was only nineteen years old 
and she taught the girls English, Games and Art at 
the school. She had no idea that she would later take 
up up music as her career and become a choir leader. 

At the re-union in London for the school where 
Lorrayn and David met up with each other they also 
connected with some of the X Njase students who 


now live in the UK. They heard how the school was in in a sad 
state of repair and on the decline needing money for even basic 
things like furniture and that the X Njase School girls (now 
women) were setting up a charity to support the school. 

So the idea to use the leverage of choirs to put on a concert for 
the school was born and Lorrayn and asked David Norrish if he 
would come and teach her choirs some of the Zambian songs that 
the girls used to sing in his choir at Njase which you can hear at 
the concert. The enthusiasm for the concert has since expanded to 
include special guest performances form some other local choirs - 
The Seaton Chorus ; The Rhythm of Life Choirs; a local drumming 
drop called Drum4Fun and a very special performance from the 
unique and original professional dancers from Zimbabwe called 
Shosholoza.
